NEVER MADE Fir FLAG. 


Iconoclasts Declare Her House Unwor- 
thy of Place in Fanie’s List. 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 28.— [Special 
Poor old Betsy Ross! down she goes into the 
limbo of fakes with Barbara Frietchie, who 
didn’t wave the flag in Frederick; George 
Washington's hatchet, his prayer at Valley 
Forge, and other notable national fetiches. 

After Philadelphia has for years bowed the 
knee to the legend that in the quaint little 
wooden house at 230 Arch street Betsy Ross 
designed and made the first flag; after 
thousands of patriotic citizens had contrib- 
uted a dime each to buy it, and hundreds of 
thousands of children have made pilgrimages 
to it, it has been offered to the government 
as a national gift. The government turned it 
down. 

Historic Tale Branded. 

And now the historical sites committee of 
founder's week has turned down Betsy and 
the house finally. Neither of them can 
have a look in on the festivities because both, 
says the committee, are fakes. The school 
book story is down and out. 

Nothing has so shocked Philadephia since 
it was definitely discovered by thé Pennsyl- 
vania Historical society that the Laberty bell 
wasn't ctacked while pealing out the news 
of freedom at all, but while it was discreetly 
tolling for the death of Chief Justice Mar- 
shall. 

Officials of the Betsy. Ross association, 
which superintended the purchase of the 
building, had made great plane to have it 
figure largely in the festivities, They were 
horrified today when the committe announced 
that Betsy and the house were really a myth. 
The committee didn’t intend to perpetuate 
any fakes, not it. 


Betsy Only a Seamstress. 

It was the hand of William J. Campbell, 
who in the absence of! upt. of Schoole Martin 
G. Brumbaugh presided at the meeting of 
the committee which had gathered to mark 
the places of historical interest in Philade!- 
phia; which delivered the blow. His report 
to the committee was curt but tense. It 
read. Where Betsy Ross did not design 
the American flag. The story is a fake, and 
there is positively no evidence in its favor. 

“There never was the slightest excuse for 
the Betsy Ross fake,“ Getlaréd Mr. Camp- 
Dell later. The stories which you find in 
the schoolbooks about this imaginary heroins 
are all pure rot, and it is to the everlasting 
disgrace of America that the fiction has been 
nourished for so many years. I have given 
the traditions most careful study, and find 
that the story is a lie from beginning to end. 
The only foundation whatever for the yarn 
is that there was a young woman named 
Betsy Ross, who took in plain sewing for a 


livelihood and who lived in a house, now 


known as the first American flag house, at 
239 Arch street. 


Never Talked with Washington. 

“ As a matter of fact, Betsey Ross was no 
more or less than an ordinary seamstress 
who would have been fired with about the 
same amount of patriotic seal in sewing old 
glory as She would have found in darning a 
pair of socks. She never had any interview 
with George Washington, and the pictures

MEXICAN REBELS CAPTURE 
TOWN AFTER SEVERE BATTLE. 


Two Hundred Men in Attacking Party, 
Three Defenders Killed, Several 
Wounded, Communication Rained. 


Laredo, Téx., June 2%.—Two hundred 
armed and mounted men, believed to be rev- 
olutionists, today attacked and captured the 
town of Viesca, state of Coahuila, Mex. 
Three persons were killed and several 
wounded in the fighting. 

Telegraph wires were cut, the railroad 
lines torn up; and a bridge burned. 

Three train loads of troops left the City of 
Mexico tonight for the scene and one train 
load of soldiers also is leaving Saltillo, the 
capital of the state. 

Raid Alleged Mexican Reds. 

El Paso, Tex., June 26.—[Special.}—In a 
raid in a house in the Mexican quarter of the 
city today the police arrested four Mex- 
jeans, alleged - revolutionaries, seized arms 
and ammunition, and confiscated revolution- 
ary literature. The house is believed to be 
the headquarters for the revolutioniste who 
have alarmed Casas Grande, in the state 
of Chihuahua.

85,000 Quickly Raised, Though One

Kansas City, Mo., June 25.—[Special.]—An 
offer by Dr. Hamilton Fisk Biggar, John D, 
Rockefelier’s physician, to kiss any woman 
who would give $100 to the propaganda 
fund today created a merry sensation at the 
homeopathists’ national convention in Casino 
fall. The fun cortinued thirty minutes and 
$5,000 was pledged, enough of it by women 
doctors to keep Dr. Biggar busy trotting up 
and down the aisles trying to catch the givers 
and fulfill his part of the compact. 

Dr. Bigger was put in charge of the move- 
ment to create a fund for a propaganda to 
advance homéopathy. He started the list 
with $100 from his own pocket, and then 
made the women delegates take interest by 
announcing that respectfully and cheerfully 
“from the bottom of his heart he would 
kiss the first woman who gave the same 
amount. 

First Osculatory Reward. 

Dr. Mabel Spencer of Junction City prompt- 
ly but slushingly arose and said she would 
contribute $100. 

„One moment, please, the white haired 
Cleveland physician cried. ‘*‘ One moment; 
Im coming.“ 

Dr. Spencer put forward one hand and Dr. 
Biggar, bending low, gallantly touched his 
lips to it while the convention cheered. 

The example having been set, Dr. Anna W. 
Spencer of Batavia, III., bravely announced 
that she would part with $100, and Dr. Big- 
gar hastened over to see her personally. 
More cheering, and another kiss. A woman 
with gray hair and dignified expression gave 
$100, and Dr. Biggar kissed her firmly on 
the lips. 

In the center of the hall was a group of 
women, the Women's Fraternity of the 
Ameriean Institute of Homeopathy. One of 
this numder pledged $100 for the group, and 
Dr. Biggar nearly started a stampede hy the 
suggestion that he should kiss every mem- 
ber of the fraternity present. 

One Woman Too Bashful. 

By thie time the delegates, men and women, 
were excited. Men were giving money 
liberally, $100 at a time, but it wae the women 
who had the attention. The climax came 
when Dr. Alice B. Cline of Kansas City gave 
the amount requested. Dr. Biggar started 
toward Dr. Cline, but she rose hurriedly, 
seized her parasol, papers and hand satchel, 
and ran from the hall, while the delegates 
roared with laughter.

Mr. Erbstein then attempted to bring out 
that Mr. Hartzell had agreed to the idea of 
burglary when that was suggested as the 
only method by which the mythical books 
implicating Mayor Busse in coal contract 
grafts might be secured, but the court ad- 
journed before this subject was completed. 

Puts Blame on Schindler. 

In telling his direct story Mr. Hartzell said 
the whole thing started through his acquaint- 
ance with Schindler, who has been known as 
“The Swindler in the world of crime for 
many years. “The Swindler/’ who in his 
time was one of the most expert bank sneaks 
in the country, hed “reformed” and was 
trying to lead a straight life when Mr. Hart- 
gell met him a year ago through Mr. Cleland, 
at that time labor secretary for the Central 
T. M. C. A. 

At that time, Mr. Hartzell said to the court, 
he was connected with a neighborhood group 
of ministers who were trying to find out about 
vice conditions in the Third ward. In De- 
cember of last year, he said, Schindler, who 
had béen hired ae an investigator by this 
group of ministers, called the public safety 
committee, first told Mr. Hartzell of the 
alleged books which caused all the trou*le. 
Schindler said he knew a man who knew an- 
other man who had access to certain books 
which would prove that the mayor in pre- 
vious years had had illegal dealings with 
eity coal contracts. 

Admits Biting at Bait. 

Mr. Hartsell admitted on the witness stand 
that he bit at this bait. He was anaious to 
gain the fame of “ pulling off” something 
big like thet, and he told Schindler to find 
this man who knew this other man and get 
the books. Then Schindler told him about 
James Mullaney, and seid Mullaney could 
„get next” to the man with the books. Mr, 
Hartsell instructed Schindler to get what he 
could from Mullaney. 

About this time Mullaney, and Schindler, 
and another man were arrested in connéction 
with an attempted burglary in the Van Bu- 
ren street saloon. The case was dropped by 
the police. Mr. Hartzell called on Mullaney 
in jail and found out about Marooney, who 
was still closer to “* the books.” 

Mr. Hartzell then related how on Jan. 15 
he and Mr. Cleland went to Marooney’s 
house with Schindler. 

Conversation with Maroon. 

Here, in Hartzell's testimony, is the con- 
versation between the minister and the man 
who is called « professional blackmaller by 
the state: 

Mr. Hartzell—Do you know of these books? 
Marooney—I do. 
Mr. Hartsell—Do you think you can get 
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asked for details of this and Ma- 
rooney said he would find out. 
In looking up these things later, Schindler, 
Hartzell's spy, reported that it was all true. 
Schindler also told ot the checks paid by 
Busse to a certain woman, and spoke 
of Walker Gehrke as a boy who had been 
led astray. The minister said he wanted to 
seo Gehrke and met him at the City club. 
“He was spoken of as a boy who was a 
degenerate,” said Mr. Hartzell, * and I want- 
— to start him right. I instructed Schindler 
to get him into the T. M. C. A. and keep 
“him out of the clutches of evil men.”

Schindler, the minister said, was sent to 
Kansas in March and Mullaney was sent 
to Lyons to work on the colonization cru- 
sade. Marooney at that time told the min- 
ister he had better beware of Mullaney and 
Schindler, as they would “double cross” 
him if they could. Mullaney came back from 
Lyons on March 15. He called on Mr. Hart- 
sell and demanded money. 

“Mullaney told me at that time,“ re- 
counted Mr. Hartzell, “that Marooney 
wanted him to steal the books from Barth. 
I showed him the door. I said there was 
to ‘be nothing of that kind.” 

Finally the day came, March 16, when 
Marooney went to the minister’s house and 
said the books were ready. Barth was ready 
to sell. Mr. Hartzell said he told Marooney 
he was willing to carry out his part of the 
contract, That afternoon he met Marooney 
at Eighteenth street and Michigan avenue 
and gave him $500 in bills. 

“And what happened next? asked Mr. 
Barbour. f 

Nothing.“ said Mr. Hartzell, smiling sad- 
ly and bitterly. The books did not come. 
The next morning I received a telephone 
message from Marooney. He told me in a 
threatening tone that he was under arrest, 
and that the police were searching his house 
and I better come down. I was dressing for 
a funeral and said I was sorry, but I could 
not come. After the funeral I went to see 
my lawyer.” 


‘How Police Were Informed. 


How the police happened to enter into the 
plot came out through the testimony of 
Capt. P. D. O’Brien of the Central detective 
bureau. Capt. O'Brien said that on the 
evening of the day when Marooney said the 
books were ready for delivery, Mullaney 
“peached.” He went out to Capt. O'Brien's 
house and told the detective that Marooney 


- was looking for a way to get some books be- 


longing to the Busse Coal company. Then 
the police activity began. Conferences were 
held that night and all the next day in the 
city hall. Mullaney told all about Mr. Hart- 
gell and where Marooney was to be found. 
Marooney came voluntarily and told his 
story. He showed two checks made payable 
to Mary E. Murphy and bearing the sup- 


' posed signature of Mayor Busse. 


These checks, it afterward developed. 
were given by the mayor to Mrs. Murphy 
for philanthropic. work. They were for 
Small sums. 

“Wanted Books at Any Price.” 


A slightly different light on Mr. Hartzell'’s 
@onnection with the case developed in the 
cross examination of Capt. O’Brien by At- 
torney Erbstein. Referring to the confer- 
ence of O’Brien, Chief Shippy, and Marooney 
on March 17, Mr. Erbstein asked: 

What did Marooney tell you that Dr. 
Hartzell wanted of him?“ 

„ Marooney said Hartzell wanted informa- 
tion against the administration at any price,”’ 
said the detective. 

This is the version of the conversation be- 
tween Marooney and Mr. Hartzell on the 
occasion of the minister's visit to the Eight- 
eenth street house, as related by O’Brien, to 
whom Marooney had told it: 

Mr. Hartzell—There are some books show- 
ing transactions between the Busse Coal 
company and the city. I understand you 
know a man named Barth and he knows 
where the books are. 

Marooney—Yes, I 3 Barth and he has 
told me of these books. But they will be 
difficult to get.

The committee met in the office of Post- 
master Campbell and made quick work of its 
task, filling all the places except four. whi 
were referred to the localities to which they 
had been assigned by the geographical dis- 
tribution of offices.

Mr. Taft and his wife simply alighted on 
the station, platform with hardly a police- 
man in sight, and the crowd quickly closed 
in. For a minute or two the secretary could 
scarcely budge and hundreds were still pour- 
ing from the observation cars. The secre- 
tary endeavored as best he could to protect 
Mrs. Taft and at the same time open a way 
through the mass of humanity. Several of 
his classmates tried to butt in as rescuers, 
but made matters worse 

Finally the New London chief of police 
piloted the secretary and Mrs, Taft around 
behind the station. But Mr. Taft was not 
much better off there. His class committee 
had falied to provide an auto or any other 
conveyance, se they led the secretary and 
his wife into the crowded station and seated 
them in front of a pile of baggage which 
many anxious travelers were struggling to 
reach. 

Mr. Taft and his wife sat there for about 
ten minutes, hemmed in by hundreds. Then 
there was another struggle to reach the 
train for New Haven.

RAILROADS BALK AT FIXING 
WAGE SCALE BY THE YEAR. 


Freight Handlers and Clerks Declare a 
Strike Will Be Called Unless Em- 
ployers Sign Agreements. 


Railroad officials: announced yesterday 
that the freight handiers must accept a 
wage scale established from month to month 
instead of a year’s agreement, as demanded 
by the union men. 

General managers declared that, owing to 
unsettled business conditions, the big de- 
crease in freight traffic during the last few 
months, and with the presidential situation 
causing uneasiness in finamcial circles, it 
was impracticable to tie themselves down 


to an agrement to maintain the present wage | 


scale for twelve months. 

Official representatives of the 8,000 mem- 
bers of the Freight Handlers’ union, which 
embraces the railway clerks, say a strike 
will be called unless the railroads accedé to 
their demands and sign contracts upholding 
the present wage scale. A massmeeting has 
been called for Monday night at the Inter- 
national theater, Hubbard place and Wa- 
bash avenue, and the following day a refer- 
endum vote on the question of a strike will 
be taken in the various freighthouses unless 
the railroads recede’ from the stand they 
have taken and sign the agreements. 

“The question of maintaining the present 
wage scale will be fought out this summer,” 
said Business Agent J. J. Flynn. We do 
not want to put ourselves in a position 
— we cannot fight when our wages are 
cut.“ 

“The railroads cannot afford to tie them - 
selves down to a year's agreement, said 
General Manager Frank E. Ward of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy ratiroad. 
“The thirty day clause agreement is the 
best we can offer the freight handlers.”

Just what the threatening portion of the 
detached democracy expects to accomplish 
by vexing Mr. Bryan’s peace of mind on the 
eve of his nomination is not apparent, but 
it is possible they feel that he ie getting it too 
easily.

Free P. Morris of Watseka, III., gets con- 
siderable backing for the chairmanship from 
Roger C. Sullivan, who as IIlinois national 
committeeman is growing into something 
which fooks alarmingly like the entire ma- 
chinery for the convention. 

Mr. Morris has been indorsed by New York 
and some of the other eastern states on the 
general principle that they are for anything 
that Roger C. wants. 

For permanent chairman Henry D. Clayton 
of Alabama has the call, as nearly as can be 
determined in advance of the gathering of 
the delegations on the convention field. 

Why Mr. Bryan counts upon his.ability to 
draft Judge Gray for the vice presidency is 
not apparent, the judge having refused to 
permit his name to be used in connection with 
even the presidency. His own state went 
ahead regardless and instructed for him, but 
it was without his wishes. Now Mr. Bryan 
would like to make him the vice presidential 
candidate. 

The reasons for wanting to do so are plain 
enough. Judge Gray on the ticket might 
allure the detached democracy which Mr. 
Bryan never wae a to capture and which 
he needs if he is to rehabilitate the party and 
make a winning machine of It. 

He is averse to his wishes gaining genera! 
publicity, fearing that eastern democrats, 
who desire much that he be not elected, will 
persuade the judge not tostand for it, even if 
he were inclined personally to do 80. 

Where Are the Lights of Yore? 

Thus far in advance of the gathering it 
is apparent that many of the bright and 
shining lights of other democratic conven- 
tions will not be among those present at Den- 
ver.

Bailey may be kept at home by his throat, 
and Senator Thomas S. Martin of Virginia is 
not expected. Hoke Smith will remain in 
Georgia. Joe Blackburn and ex-Gov. J. C. 
W. Beckham of Kentucky will be among 
the absent. 

That the convention will have preliminary 
fireworks is guaranteed by the filing of the 
credentials of the Pat McCarren. delegates 
from Brooklyn. When Secretary Urey Wood- 
son departed from Chicago last week for 
Denver with Mr. Sullivan,.the credentials of 
the victims of Tamimany had not been re- 
ceived, but they have been sent on to Den- 
ver, and the Murphy-McCarren contest will 
be aired, probably both in the national com- 
mittee and later before the credentials com- 
mittee. and probably on the floor of the con- 
vention.

COLLECTION OF WHEEL TAX ° 
BEGINS IN CHICAGO TODAY. 


Fees Will Be Exacted Only for Vehicles 
Using Streets—Entire $1,000,000 
Bond Issue Sold. ,

Fortified by an opinion from the corpora- 
tion counsel, City Collector Magerstadt will 
begin today the active collection of the wheel 
tax authorized by the last legislature. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Wetten m- 
formed the collector that the city should ex- 
act the fees only for vehicles actually using 
the streets, the purpose being to devote the 
fund to the repair of thoroughfares worn 
out by traffic. Eech vehicle except auto- 
mobiles must bear a license tag while on the 
streets. The tax on autos will be checked 
up by means of the list of machines licensed 
by the secretary of state. 

It has been decided not to tax the vehicles 
of persons residing in other cities who are 
in Chicago temporarily, it being feared that 
retaliatory legislation might be enacted by 
the municipalities affected. The wagons of 
truck farmers living outside the city will be 
taxed, however, like loca! vehicles.

Stream on July 18. 
PLANNED AS ANNUAL AFFAIR 


Local Athletes of Aquatic Skill Will 
Risk Defeat by Odors. 


The Chicago river, now said to be more or 
leas deodorized, will have a chance to speak 
for itself shortly. It wasn’t long ago that 
a man caught a black bass—so he said—near 
the Clark street bridge. St. Louis has quit 
complain, ug, at any rate, and now forty or 
fifty young athletes will race each other in 
a Marathon swim from the Rush street 
bridge to Twelfth street. 

That is, providing the chameleon colored 
waters do not produce the scent they once 
did. The race is to be only two miles long, 
and among the. best awimmers this ig not 


thon " swims are eight or ten miles in length. 
However, it is thought that a two mile race 
might prove a more interesting test. 

Up at Goose island boys have always taken 
a daily plunge in summer, and although 
there have been numerous records of drown- 
ings there bave been none of suffocation or 
asphyxiaticn.. “ Bubbly creek’ as a swim- 
min’ hele for many years has been the favor- 
ite gaibering place for stockyards youths, 
and Brieky, and Bo have never been 
heard to complain. 


Expect to Transform River. 

Officials of the Llinois Athietic club, who 
are promoting the proposed race, believe the 
‘city’s best swimmers will not mind the river 
with all of its past. They think the river can 
de transformed into a Thames and made a 
“thing of beauty and a joy forever by in- 
stituting an annual Marathon” race on 
July 18. 

Many of the city’s most famous swimmers 
have signified their willingness to make the 
test, but they admit that the race may prove 
more of a nasal contest than one of muscular 
endurance. Some of them believe they can 
stand an hour’s swim in the river—with the 
wind in the right direction and the current 
moving along without interruption. 

Lake Michigan was tried last year as a 
course for a ten mile swim. Twenty odd 
swimmers attempted to paddle their way 
from the Columbia Yacht club to the South 
Shore Country club, but the lake was too 
rough and the course proved worse than the 
‘troubled Tiber.“ One or two of them got 
as far as four miles on the way. 


Reason for the Short Course. 

“We hope to prove that the Chicago river 
is swimmapble,” said Charles J. Zeller, who is 
managing the race. Two miles is a short 
course, but we have made the swim short 
on account of the past notoriety whieh the 
river has had. I believe the water is clean 
enough for any one to swim in. 

It probably will require an hour or so to 
complete the three miles, but this will not be 
a hardship on the physique of any good 
swimmer. If the swimmers can stand the 
odor which is sald to come from the water 
they will be able to finish without much great 
effort. We have been assured by some of 
the best swimmers thet the odor will not 
be a great handicap.” 

Mr. Zeller expects that the banke of the 
river will be lined with the populace as the 
boulevards have been when Marathon” 
road races were run. He figures on the river 
being crowded with pleasure craft carrying 


swimmers, presenting a picture similar to 
the eastern college regattas.

John B. Hosters Arrested on Mur- 
der Charge in Pittsburg. 


TRAILED THROUGH WOMAN. 


Wanted in Chicago for the Killing of 
Valentine Heiser, a Janitor. 


John B. ‘Hosters’ desire to receive a letter 
from a woman he had known in Chicago led 
to his arrest in Pittsburg yesterday for the 
murder of Valentine Heiser. the watchman 
for Carl Gottfried, who was shot to death 
on June 15. 

According to the police Hosters made a 
confession,, implicating a man known. as 
“John Smith.” He declared he watched 
outside the house while Smith committed 
the murder in the basement of the Gottfried | 
residence. : 

While waiting for the arrival of requisition 
papers Detective Edward Gard of the Chi- 
„ago avenue police station. who made the 
arrest,’aided by Pittsburg detectives, will 
make a starch for Smith.“ He is said to 
have gone with Hosters to Buffalo and then 
to Pittsburg, and it is expected he will be 
located thege. 


Find Slain Man’s Pin. 

In Hosters scarf was fcund a sapphire pin 
set with diamonds, which was taken from 
Heiser at the time of the murder. 

The morning after the murder was com- 
mitted two watchmen, Matthew Berchon, 34 
West Carmen avenue, and R. Neil, 9 Cedar 
street, both friends of Heiser, called at the 
Gottfried residence. The door was found 
partly open.. 

As the members of the family were at their 
summer home the watchmen wondered that 
the door was not locked. A search resulted 
in Heiser’s body being found in the base- 
ment. At first it was thought he had died 
from heart disease. This theory was dis- 
proved quickly by the discovery of a bullet 
in his brain. Berchon and Neil were arrested 
and held for some time, but were finally re- 
leased. 

Detective Gard found a valuable watch, the 
property of the murdered man, in a pawn- 
shop. He also learned that Hosters, who 
had roomed at 257 Ohio street, had left Chi- 
cago the day after the murder. 


How the Arrest Was Made. 

Gard was given a photograph of Hosters 
which was identified by the pawnbroker as 
that of the man who had left the watch with 
him. ..Clews led the detective to Buffalo. 
From there he went to Pittsburg. 

It was known that Hosters, who was em- 
ployed for some time as a salesman in a 
State street shoe store, had called frequently 
on a young woman on the north side. Gard 
believed Hosters would expect a letter from 
her and began watching the Pittsburg post- 
office. He procured a room directly across 
from the office.

MATHENY LEADS WAY. 


Others Follow with Comment on 
„ Personal Actions of Me- 
ie Ewen and Chetlain. 


. Yesterday, was a hard dey for Chicago 
Judges. At the annual meeting of the Illinois 
Bar association certain of them were crit- 
Icised for their court decisions, their public 
and political conduct, and their private lives. 
Not all of them suffered; in fact, extreme 
care was taken by the accusing speakers to 
make their references too plain for misunder- 
@tanding as to the particular judges under 
consideration. 

President James H. Matheny of the asso- 
tiation started the ball rolling by classing 
a decision made by a judge regarding 
the marriage laws of Illinois in the same 
category with some funny decisions of In- 
dana jurists on other matters. He was fol- 
lowed by Judge Jesse Holdom of the Appel- 
late court, whose address scintillated with 
sensations and made all the lawyers sit up. 

Judge Holdom denounced lawyers who go 
into politics without getting off the bench, 
be pronounced unlawful'“ the granting of 
writs of habeas corpus u ppeal from one 
court to another of coérdinate jurisdiction, 
and pounced upon a judge who, according to 
@ portion of a report of the Chicago Bar asso- 
ciation which he quoted, was much engaged 
in speculation. 

When a recess came the attorneys made 
haste to the corridors of the Chicago Beach 
hotel, where the meeting is being held, and 
oompared notes. 
ae Marriage Law Ruling 8 

The marriage law decision referred to by 
President Matheny held that a time limit 
‘@gainst remarriage was contrary to public 


policy. Mr. Matheny was understood to refer 


to a decision given by Judge Willard. M. Me- 
Twen of the Superior court and later upset 
by Judge George A. Carpenter. Mr. Matheny 
put the McEwen decision in the same cate- 
gory as the ruling of an Indiana judge that 
intoxicating liquors are * contagious, like 
@malipox,” and could not, therefore, be 
licensed, and the decision of an Illinois judge 
that the game laws were void because the 
right to bear arms, which is guaranteed by 
the constitution, presuppoges their use to kill 
game. 

The power of a court to set aside a statute 
should never be exercised except in a clear 
and urgent case, said Mr. Matheny. ‘“‘ The 
examples I have cited show the extreme par- 
edox whieh is met when an inferior court 
sets aside an enactment of the legislature 
duly approved by the executive.” 


| More Criticism of McEwen. 

It also was recalled that in the case of 
Ralph Lipsey, convicted of receiving stolen 
Property, Judge McEwen granted a writ of 
habeas corpus which kept Lipsey out of the 
penitentiary for a long time; and that Mc- 
Ewen was about to issue another such writ 
when States Attorney Healy took the case to 
the Supreme court; and that McEwen start- 
ed a campaign for the govgrnorship some 
time ago, without leaving the bench. 

Along these lines Judge Holdom became 
emphatic. 

“The necessity of keeping pure and un- 
clogged the fountain of justice and guarding 
against every evil threatening the purity of 
the bench in the slightest degree must be the 
special care of the judiciary,” he said. “ It 
may not be inappropriate to here set down 
some of the modern heresies and practices 
of certain judges of our own times. 

„Within certain jurisdiction a nonethical 
and unlawful practice has obtained of nisi 
prius judges sitting as courts of review of the 
judgments of their brethren of codrdinate 
jurisdiction. Such a practice is not only 
without warrant of law, but should never be 
resorted to. Courts of review of dernier res- 
gort have, when such cases have been 
brought within their jurisdiction, uniformly 
condemned the practice and reversed the 
judgments of the court as unlawfully inter- 
meddling. | 


Abuse of Habeag Corpus. 

“The favorite and — course in these 
megal interferences has been a resort to the 
writ of habeas corpus in an abuse of this 
basic writ of liberty. By the unauthorized 
assumption of jurisdiction in virtue of this 
writ, nisi prius judges have proceeded under 
cover of a pretext that some error, generally 
of a fanciful and never of a substantial or 
meritorious nature, has intervened prior to 
the judgment of conviction, and on such pre- 
tense have set aside judgments even in cap- 
ital cases : 

In many cases criminals adjudged guilty 
of high crimes, whose sentences have been 
confirmed by the Supreme court, have been 
released from the penitentiary in habeas 
corpus proceedings and gone free and un- 
whipped of public justice. 

The Supreme court of Illinois has but re- 
cently had oceasion to rebuke and stay the 
intended action of the less conscibnabie nis! 
prius court in proceeding in an attempt to in- 
terfere with the former court's judicial pro- 
nouneement that the conviction of the culprit 
was without reversible error. 


ped Office Seeking by Judges. 
; A judge should never seek political pre- 
ferment while still occupying the bench, and 
thereby trail the ermine in the mire of po- 
litical strife. While the avenue of political 
ambition is open to all, and not closed even 
to a judge, still it is highly reprehensible in 
& judge to attempt, through his judicial po- 
sition, to gratify a desire for the attainment 
of political office other than judicial. His 
conduct and motives while so engaged are 
open to grave suspicion by suitors and coun- 
eel.

Contingent Fees Are Attacked. 


Many members of the association took oc- 
casion to jump on a portion of a paper writ- 
ten by John F. Stevens of Peoria, which crit- 
icised the acceptance of contingent fees. Mr. 
Stevens is ill at his home, and his paper was 
read by the secretary, John F. Voight. The 
paper also criticised attempts made by law- 
vers to exploit themselves in,the public 
print, and deplored the fact that the daily 
progress and incidents of trials are reported 
in the newspapers by men utterly ignorant 
of the real merits of the controversy or char- 
acter of the contention before the court.” 

» Danger in contingent fees,“ the paper 
said, ** lies in fact, first, that lawyers become 
a partner with the litigant, and just in pro- 
portion as he can increase the amount to 
the litigant he increases his own share in 
the result. Such partnerships are dangerous 
and demoralizing, and ought not be tolerated 
by courts or the profession. 

„The desire for success, both for a pecuni- 
ary profit and the reputation too often leads 
men to resort to practices that common hon- 
esty would condemn, much less professional 
ethics tolerate. 

* You may ask, shall the poor people who 
have no means to pay a retainer be deprived 
of their right in court? By no means. It is 
the duty of every lawyer who can find time 
after careful examination of facts as they 
exist, who becomes convinced a good claim 
exists, to take that claim and prosecute it 
for reasonable compensation dependent upon 
the amount of service rendered and its ben- 
efit to the claimant.” 


Conscience as Lawyer’s Guide. 


„The rule for a lawyer is to fajlow his con- 
science, declared Attorney E r B. Tol- 
man, former corporation counsel. ‘‘ The 
worst feature about personal injury suits is 
the way the responsibility for accidents is 
thrown upon surety companies, who are 
bound to defeat the ends of justice as a mat~ 
ter of business. 

“The contingent fee is not confined to the 
‘ambulance chaser, declared Master in 
Chancery Sigmund Zeisler. It is the so- 
licitation of business that hurts the legal 
profession.” 

“The personal injury case carries with it 
great responsibility,“ said William F. Bundy, 
“but a lawyer has a right and a duty to 
take it, with a contingent fee if necessary. 
If we followed the golden rule there would 
be no ambulance chager, no ‘ corporation 
lawyer,’ no financial highwayman, and the 
corporation lawyers and their agents would 
Ary the tears of widows and orphans with 
something beside sympathy.” 


Popular Disrespect for Law. 


Prof. Roscoe Pound eof Northwestern uni- 
versity law school, in an address on the en- 
forcement of law, asserted that work of 
administrative officers was unloaded upon 
judges. 

“What comparison does our polity offer 
for the injury to all law and order wrought 
by the spectacie which recent verdicts in our 
Sunday closing cases afford? he demanded. 
“Yet administrative officers could settle the 
whole matter offhand. The new conception 
of the law is social justice, and juries find 
verdicts which are crude attempts to vindi- 
cate their half formed concepts of this fact. 
Uncertainty results. The elective courts 
also respect the public demand for satisfac- 
tory decisions in individual cases by lax de- 
cisions out of accord with legal theory. 
There is a rising popular disrespect for the 
law.“ 

Oliver A. Harkin, dean of the law school 
of the University of Illinois, took up the 
Sunday closing question which had been cited 
by several speakers beside Prof. Pound. 

“Why should jurors, selected possibly 
from the lowest strata of society and never 
having seen the inside of a law book, be told 
that they may disregard the court's instruc- 
tions and are judges of the law? he said. 
“Much of the trouble lies at this point, and 
some of the rest arises from the fact that 
judges seem to Incline to minimum sentences 
and do not enforce the law properly, even 
after judgment is pronounced.“

ARMED WITH POLICE POWER 


Health Department Officials Enforee 
Smallpox Precaution. . 


One hundred physicians from the health 
department descended on the population of 
the district bounded by Gixteenth, Forty- 
fourth, State, and La Salle streets last even- 
ing to vaccinate every one in sight. The 
vaccinating physicians were under the di- 
rection of Dr. Heman Spalding and Dr. I. 
D. Rawlings. Each physician was armed 
with full police power and had the right to 
arrest all who resisted vaccination. 


Dr. Evans Orders Raid. 

The move was ordered by Health Com- 
missoner Evans because of the large number 
of smallpox cases which have come out of 
the district and the large percentage of 
cases among the colored people compared 
with the white. 

The health department estimates the ex- 
cess in the number of cases among colored 
over white at 3100 per cent. 

We have had seventy-nine cases of Small- 
pox this year,“ said Dr. Spalding, of which 
28, or 35 per cent, were colored.”’

Explorer Tells of Hungry Sav- 
ages Where Roosevelt Is Going 


ASKS FOR PLACE AS GUIDE. 


Killer of Big Game Describes the Dan- 
gers of Hunting in the Congo. 


New York, June 25.—[{Special. I Henri 
Gauliard, a former official of the French gov- 
ernment, has written to Secretary Loeb of- 
fering his services to President Roosevelt as 
guide:on the hunting trip he has planned in 
Africa after his retirement from the White 
house. Mr. Gauliard, during his stay in the 
French colonies, was himself something of 
a Nimrod. He shot. seven elephants and 
many hippopotami, although he modestly 
disclaims any great prowess, and speaks 
gently of hungry cannibals who prefer white 
men to feast on. 

After leaving the French government serv- 
fee he traveled around the world in the 
search of health, and is now in the employ of 


L. I. In his letter to Secretary Loeb he de- 
scribes himself as follows: 

“TIT am a Frenchman, 30 years of age, vig- 
orous and fortified with a solid secondary 
education. I have made in the French Congo 
and in the Haut-Oubangul (1890-1905) sev- 
eral expeditions on behalf of the minister of 
colonies. I have commanded one of our most 
remote posts, Ouanguu M’Bomou. I have 
devoted myself exclusively in the course of 


the fauna and inexhaustible resources of 
these regions, hardly explored. The sultan 
of Bangaseou honors me with his friendship, 


Has Chased Big Game. 
have chased panther, hippopotamus, 
and elephant. In 1006 I ascended the Nile to 
Khartoum and visited Abyssinia and Zan- 
zibar.’’ 

The letter concludes with a promise to be 
loyal in the service of the president and the 
declaration. that he would be ready to em- 
bark at twenty-four hours’ notice. 

Discussing the prospects for sport in the 
French Congo, Mr. Goullard was a little 
dubious today as to the enjoyment the presi- 
dent really will get out of it. Asked fur the 
reason for these views, he said: 

Ah, well, he will have to wear a big hat 
what do you call it? The merry widow, c'est 
ne pas?—because of the sun; and then mos- 
quitoes—mon Dieu!“ 

Most ef the game, he says, has to be shot 
from canoes, as the forests are impenetrable 
and there are no roads. 


Forty Yards for Elephants. 


“One finds where the elephants come to 
drink,“ he sald, and one lies in walt. Forty 
yards is the distance at which one takes aim 
and the animal will not charge unless it is 
alone. .As fer the hippopotami I kill them 
as I would filles. They are pacific except the 
females with their young.“ 

Altogether in Mr. Gauliard’s experience the 
most dangerous animal in this part of Africa 
is the buffalo. They travel in herds and 
will attack aman. Az for the others he said 
there was little to fear. But if there is not 
much risk from the animals, there is some 
from the natives. In his district they wersall 
cannibals. 4 

Nice Cannibals There. 


They eat human flesh every day,’ he 
said. They keep sla ves and eat them when 
they are ready. Have I seen them? Only 
once. It is difficult, very difficult to assist 
at their fétes. But I know that many white 
men have been eaten. They prefer a white 
man when they can get him. If I had not 
bad many soldiers with me they would have 
eaten ime.” 

He was certain that a merchant or mere 
traveler would neve Cordial welcome of 
another kind.

Pittsburg Clerk Arrested for Theft 
Two Years Old. 


Pittsburg, Pa., June 25.—[{Spectal.]—Two 
years ago the directors of the First National 
bank discovered that Harry W. Tiers, dis- 
count clerk, had stolen $51,000, according to 
a statement issued following his arrest today 
by Bank Examiner Folds on the charge that 
Tiers abstracted the money. 

The bank officials, says the statement, ac- 
cused Tiers, whe made partial restitution 
and gave notes, stocks, and other securities 
for the remainder. Tiers went into the real 
estate and insurance business and the mat- 
ter was not made public.

The bank prospered, and at the end of the 
year it was decided to charge the shortage 
to profit and loss and leave further action to 
the directorate. 

Examiner Folds last January noticed the 
items charged off and continued his inveeti- 
gation.

INJURED BOY LONG HIDDEN;

Davenport, Ia., June 25.—[Special.]—The 
attempted suicide of Miss Lora Whalen, 
matron of the state orphans’ home in this 
city today, brought out a strange story of 
the power of conscience to drive a woman to 
desperate ends.

Correction of Error Made. 


In Tue Tarsune of Monday morning there 
was printed a letter from me regarding the 
colored vote and its attitude towards Taft. 
Into that letter there crept an error regard- 
ing the colored male population of Califor- 
nia. In transeribing pencil memoranda taken 
from the census returns, that state was in- 
cluded in a table of those having a heavy 
negro vote and was credited with 54,582 negro 
males voting age. California should not 
have teen in the table at all, as the number 
given répresents ‘the Chinese, Japanese, and 
negro Vote. The actual negro vote of the 
state is less than 4,000, and it is not suff 
ciently large to be taken into consideration. 

Facts given in that article showing that 
Secretary Taft not only had nothing to do 
with the original Brownsville affair, but went 
out of his way to suspend the execution of the 
president’s order, which were reldted of my 
own knowledge, have caused a great deal of 
comment and have produced a flood of corre- 
spondence.

Again, the various annual con- 
ferences of the different church systems will 
be meeting between July and November in 
the different states, which you have men- 
tioned, and it would be a wise policy for the 
committee to come in touch with the bishops 
and preachers who compose these gather- 
ings, and it would accomplish much in head- 
ing off a general stampede against our can- 
didate. 

“There can be presented various argu- 
ments which have a moral, religious, and 
educational value, which a 1 7 by — 
most ignorant of my peop am deep 
grateful for the article, which givés such 
valuable information, and I wish to say that 
it could not have appeared at a more op- 
portune time.

CALLS DUST BAD AS POWDER 
AS A FOURTH OF JULY PERIL. 


Medical Society Urges Doctors to Give 
All Wounds Emergency Treatment 
and Have Tetanus Antitoxin Ready. 


Dirt and dust share gunpowder’s responsi- 
bility for tetanus, according to a special bul- 
letin issued to physicians by the Chicago 
Medical society for the prevention of teta- 
nus. and the treatment of July 4 injuries. 

Physicians are urged to procure tetanus 
antitoxin to be prepared for any emergency 
call. 

2 Formorty it was considered that the te- 
tanus bacillus was contained in the precus- 
sion caps, blank cartridges, and other por- 
tione of fireworks that were forced under 
the skin in Fourth of July wounds,“ says the 
bulletin. “ The majority of observers, how- 
ever, have come to recognize the fact that 
it is not always the blank cartridge or per- 
cussion cap, but the dust and street dirt with 
which the hands are soiled that contain the 
tetanus bacillus or its spore. 

“This dust is carried into the wound and 
is much more difficult to remove than a blank 
cartridge wad. 

“Every Fourth of July injury should re- 
cetve the same treatment as crushing in- 
juries from street car accidents where it 18 
known that the wound is infected with street 


dirt.“

A FICKLE AFFINITY. 

The political companionship of Richard 
Yates and William Lorimer is one of the 
strange things of politics. Neither man 
has changed appreciably physically in the 
last eight years, but Mr. Yates, ap- 
parently, is the fortunate possessor of a 
dual nature. | 

Psychologically he is an interesting 
study. In one phase of his being he finds 
himself u bly opposed to Mr. Lori- 
mer's personality and repelled by it. 
When the other phase is in the ascendant 
and controls him he finds himself irre- 
sistibly attracted to Mr. Lorimer. 

The alternating supremacy and subjec- 
tion of the two parts of Mr. Yates’ make- 
up hare been observed for the last eight 
years. The periods of control have been 
abont as follows: 

1900 to 1904—Pro-Lorimer. 

1904 to 1905—Violently anti-Lorimer, 

1905 to 1906—Neutral, but inclining 
towards Lorimer. 

1906 to 1908—Violently anti-Lorimer. 

1908—Enthusiastically pro-Lorimer. 

It would be any one’s first thought that 
these changes from the arctic to the torrid 
regions would be extremely hard on Mr.

What Chicago needs just now is a delib- 
erate “talk around.” It has some great 
problems awaiting solution. The “city 
beautiful’ and the “city commercial” 
sometimes seem to be in sharp conflict, 
To certain individuals nothing but a 200 
foot channel for the river seems desirable, 
To others there appears to be no need 
either now or in the near future for such 
width. From the point of view of some 
citizens the harbor of the great central 
market should be on the lake front. From 
another vantage ground it should be at the 
mouth of the river or somewhere up the 
stream where traffic lines come close. 

The construction of the subway, the 
boulevard link, the location of harbor, 
the width of channel, and similar topics 
must be wisely considered, and the decision 
ultimately reached should meet, the hearty 
approval of all. The marked ‘differences 
of opinion expressed by men whose views 
are entitled to respect prove that there 
are varied aspects of these great munici- 
pal problems which Chicago is facing, 
The conclusions reached will have. far 
reaching importance wpon the city of the 
next generation, It is a good thing to 
get all sides presented before any hasty 
action is taken, to be vainly regretted in 
a short time. 

The channel question affords an excel- 
lent illustration of the conditions. The 200 
foot width makes a strong appeal. Those 
who argue for it have good points to offer. 
On the other hand, the position taken by 
representatives of the sanitary district 
consideration because of 
the judgment which experience and long 
study of the river have brought. The 


value of frank discussion of such topics 


is clearly apparent. A haste in settle 
ment which might bring vain regrets in 
a few years is to be deplored.

The 1 while it has thus shipped 
him off to China as governor of Macao as 
quietly as possible, has not ventured to give 
him any promotion in military rank, and 
he still remains a mere lieutenant, Macao is 
about the most out of the way place in the 
world and has only been recently brought 
in a modified dégree into the Mmelight 
through the seizure by China of the Japa- 
nese steamer Tatsu Maru in the neighbor- 
hood of the port of Macao and within the 


| three mile limit, consequently in Portuguese 


waters, the Tatau Maru being laden with 
arms for South Chitra rebels against the 
imperial government of Peking. 

Macao has been in the possession of the 
Portuguese since 1586, when it was bestowed 
upon the king of Portugal by the emperor 
of China in gratitude for the assistance given 
by Portuguese men of war in the suppres- 
sion of piracy. For nearly 300 years it en- 
joyed a virtual monopoly of the foreign 


trade of China and for the last haif cen- 


tury has been principally known as a sort 
of oriental Monte Carlo, owing whatever 
prosperity it enjoys to its gambling estab- 
Ushments. 

Its principal title to fame is probably the 
fact that Camoens, Portugal's most famous 
poet, spent a considerable portion of his exile 
there, and a grotto is still shown to this day 
where the first six cantos of hie Lusiad ”’ 
were penned.

Lord Bellew, who is just about to cele- 
brate his silver wedding at Barmeath cas- 
tle, County Louth, Is the chief of one of the 
oldest houses in Ireland. The/family is of 
Norman origin and figured at the battle of 
Hastings under William the Conqueror. It 
was one of the first to settle in Ireland a 
hundred years later when one of its mem- 
bers accompanied Strongbow to the Emerald 
isle and received as a reward for his mi- 
tary services grants of land in County Louth, 
which are known today as Bellews Town. 

Ever since—that ie to say, for eight cen- 
turles—the. Bellews have played an im- 
portant role in Ireland, and in 1890 Sir John 
Bellew is on historic record as having re- 
ceived from the crown Castle Roche, found- 
ed by Rose de Verdon, round whose name 
so many romances have been woven. 

Another Sir John Bellew, of the Elizabethan 
era, had two sons, Christepher and John. 
Christopher was the ancestor of the lords of 
Bellew of the creation of 1686, which be- 
came extinct in 1770 on the death without 
issue of the fourth lord. John, the younger 
brother, founded the jonior line, which re- 
ceived a baronetcy in 1688. 

The seventh baronet, Sir Patrick Bellew 
of Barmeath, received an Irish peerage in 
1848 and married.the daughter of Don José 
de Mendossa y Rios, the celebrated mathema- 
ticlan.

The most modern parts of Barmeath cas- 
tle date from the reign of Charles II. A 
portion of it, notably the great old square 
tower, which is such a feature of the place, 
is more than 800 years old. The castle is 
full of interesting associations, and it was 
in the great hall that the eleventh duke of 
Norfolk contracted in 1767 his romantic mar- 
riage with the lovely Marian Coppinger, who

I have discovered that it is the bdlive tree 
which lends to the landscape of this 
hood the uniform demureness that is its 
characteristic mien. Olive trees grow every- 
where in long, green sometimes by 
themselves apart, but often amid the wheat, 
and even in the vineyards. Their carefully 
trimmed boughs assume a goblet shape, in- 
tended to * the sun to penetrate the 
foliage, and ripen the fruitage of the inner 
branches, The whole year through the leaves 
shine with a shimmering green, most vigor- 
ous when the skies above are warm, yet 
thrifty even when the dread mistra! blows up 
the valleys. The olives themselves are fine, 
and green, and small, full both of oil and 
nutriment. 

The same climatic influences which pro- 
mote cultivation of the olive favor the vines 
as well. The wine of this part of France is 
famous to bons vivants, and has been for 
many generations. The city of Nimes, where 
I am, makes a specialty of its exportation. 
The owners of the vineyards, however, are 
unable to get an adequate profit from the 

ape crop because of the mixing and adul- 
— of wines common in France. It is 
just about a year since this vicinity was in 
agitation trying by force to gain some re- 
dress from the government for their com- 
mercial wrongs. For France exports twice 
as much wine as it produces, while at the 
same time it furnishes no market for all the 
grapes it grows. 

* 

Nimes is a curiously modern city for a 
place which holds so many ancient monu- 
ments. The recent centuries jostie Grecian 
temple and Roman amphitheater with small 
consideration of their dignity. True French 
practicality adapts so far as possible these 
ancient relice to modern uses. Thus, the 
great amphitheater, which stands within the 
city’s square, and is one of the most perfeot 
Roman structures in existence, fs utilized as 
an enormous bull ring, wherein Spanish bull 
fighters, imported from across the border, 
* in French arena the traditional sport 
of the Cid Campeador. Bull fighting is a pub- 
He spectacle, as popular in Nimes as in 
Seville. 

Nimes’ most important monuments are Ro- 
man. The city was one of the four capitals 
of the Roman empire, and at that time it 
held 1,000,000 people, in whose behalf the 
Pont du Gard was built to bring the city 
water. Today it’s a nice ‘town of 70,000 in- 
habitants. The Pont du Gard and ite re-

The busy 
little city has decidedly a Roman stamp upon 
it. The Maison Carrée, of exquisite Corin- 
thian detail, a Roman temple called familiar- 
ly the square house,“ is in good state of 
preservation, in spite of the fact that through 
time’s changes it has served successively asa 
religious edifice, a stable, a corn warehouse, 
and a museum. And in the public gardens 
there is a Roman bath, surrounded by a 
square colonnade, and sunk below the level 
of the earth. Beyond this a stoné staircase, 
with ornaments of statues, advances in 
grateful shade of overhanging trees to 
pleasant paths that make their way 
capriciously up the limestone hill. From 
the base of the eminence there stretches a 
broad boulevard resembling our Midway.

Another member of the Bellew family is 
Sir Henry Grattan-Bellow, who makes his 
home at Mount Bellew in County Galway. 
He is descended from a younger son of 
the third baronet of 
Barmeath, and is through his mother, Miss 
Pauline. Grattan,.a great-grandson of the 
famous Irish patriot Henry Grattan, creator 
of Ireland's. parliament at Dublin. As such 
Sir Henry Grattan Bellew is in possession of 
most of the Grattan property. Henry Grat- 
tan, who was one of the most matchless ora- 
tors of.his time, lies buried in Westminster 
abpey not far from the tomb and memorial of 
his friend Charles Fox.

It is a pity that the czar while at Reval 
the other day for the purpose of meeting his 
uncle and aunt, the king and queen of Eng- 
land, did not take time enough to visit the 
tomb in the old St. Nicholas church which 
he caused to be constructed as the last rest- 
ing place of Duke Charles Bugene of Croy, 


after the latter had remained unburied for 


over 200 years. 

In certain Portions of Burope creditors 
have the right to seize the corpse of their 
debtor and to prevent its interment until 
the relatives and heirs settle the claims 
against the deceased. Formierly, indeed, this 
Custom was general. When Duke Charles 
Eugene of Croy, - who was a general in the 
service of Peter the Great and commanded 
the latter’s troops before. Narva in 1700, 
died at Reval, after having been taken a 
prisoner by King Charles XII. of Sweden at 
the battle of Narva, it was found that he 
was overwhelmed with debts. 

As his creditors were perfectly aware that 
the princely houte to which he belonged was 
one of the grandest and wealthiest in Eu- 
rope, they put an embargo on his corpse 
and declined to permit it to be conveyed to 
the family mausoleum in Belgium, or even 
to be entombed at Reval, until his liabilities 
were settled. Successive generations of 
creditors managed by means of litigation to 
keep the body above ground until a few 
years ago, when the Grandduchess Viadi- 
mir, hearing about the matter, brought it 
to the attention of her nephew, the present 
car. 

The latter immediately ordered the duke’s 
llabilities to be compromised by the Rus- 
sian treasury in recogniton of the fact that 
he had died in the service of Peter the Great, 
and the corpse, whith in spite of its neg- 
lect had been marvelously preserved, to be

las at Reval, with full military honors, in 
a magnificent tomb, the cost of which was 
defrayed. out of the emperor's own purse.

Can you form an idea of it if I tell you t 18 
900 feet long and 160 feet high? It is forme 
of three tiers of arches, h one narrower 
than the one below it, and its highest tier sup- 
ports a channel that is fined with the original 
cement. The loneliness of the place is most 
impressive. Solitude réigns; the rocky valley 
has the muteness of unpeopled places. The 
soft cloak of verdure which clothes the river's 
banks pushes no farther than the point where 
the more ambitious brushwood essays to climb 
the steep ‘ascents of the ravine's high sides. 
Bees hum, birds wing overhead, the breetes 
tell a story as they wander, yet it seems un- 
duly quiet, as if that mighty: monument cf 
ancient days imposed a hush upon jt.

So what I looked upon ap- 
peared a g#pecter stronghold, lifting ghostly 
turrets to an unreal sky. 

It was Louis IX. of France, that royal 
visionary of holy aspirations—the same who 
built the Sainte Chapelle in Paris to hold 


Land—who wrought these towers, because he 
thought that in all Europe there stood rio city 
good enough for his crusade to start from. 
To supply this lack he built Aigues-Mortes, 
with high rectangular walle, and straight 
streets crossing at right angles, and a great 
square in its center.

This whole region was interested in the 
crusades. Trencavel, viscount of Nimes, 
loyal to God and his suserain, followed Ray- 
mond of Toulouse, who was overlord of 
Nimes, to Palestine.
